Will Italy Take 
Russia’s Place? 


The Italian campaign, which 
has been less understood in Am- 
etica than any other phase of the 
war, and which has been given 
only secondary attention by the 
entente allies in Europe, may take 
on a new importance after the 
coming allied conference in Paris. 

At that conference, it is an- 
nounced, Italy will communicate 
to the western powers’ her -plans 
for extending her plans for ex- 
tending her offensive against Aus- 
tria and will ask support for them. 
In the nature of the support she 
needs, and must have, lies the 
explanation of much that has 
been puzzling in the fighting on 
that front. Italy does not ask 
men. Her need is for guns, am- 
munition, steel and coal. Owing 
to the nature of the ground on 
which she has been fighting hers 
has been an engineering war so 
far, in which only a small part of 
her great army has been employed. 
General Cadorna’s task is now to 
open up a theater of operations 
where the 4,000,000 troops which 
Italy has under arms can make 
their weight felt. 

The mountain fighting of the 
last two years has brought the 
Italian armies out on the Carso 
and Bainsizza plateaus, south and 
east of Gorizia which was their 
first objective and which fell to 
them last year. The campaign 
for that objective and along the 
Isonzo was largely one of artillery 
operations. ‘The fighting was to 
attain the heights, bring up the 
big guns—which meant that they 
had to be hoisted up perpendicu- 
lar mountain sides—-and blast the 
Austrians out of their tremen- 
dously srrong positions in the 
passes and along the crests of 
these towering peaks. ‘lhere was 
little opportunity to use massed 
bodies of troops. The army must 
wait until the guns had opened 
the gates to the plains beyond. 

The material of war, therefore, 
which these operations called for 
in enormous quantities has been 
that in which Italy is much poor- 
er than itis in troops. Her coal 
and steel must come from beyond 
the seas. The guns which opened 
the way for the passage of the 
Isonzo were British. The vast 
stores of ammunition necessary 
to a sustained artillery offensive 
overtaxed her own resources and 
must now be replaced by _ her 
allies. 

Italy, then, at wthis time has 
reached a point where further 
support from her allies is neces- 
sary if she is to go on—that is, if 
she is to go with the larger plan 
of a campaign beyond the moun- 
tains. ‘Trieste, the Austrian port 
-on the Adriatic, has generally 
been regarded as the Italian ob- 
jective. That port lies south of 
the present Italian position on 
Carso and probably could be 
made a prize at any time the full 
strength of the Italian arms 
should be turned againstit. But 
in the plans which Italy is ex 
pected to lay before the Paris 
conference Trieste is not held as 
of first importance. ‘That is It 
aly’s own plum the picking of 
which can wait. What she now 
is understood to propose is an 
offensive east of the Bainsizza 
with Laibach as its objective—-an 
offensive which the Italian mili 


tary eqperts hold would bea blow |

Exemption Tribunals. 


Exemption Boards have been chosen in such a way as to make them absolutely independent and 
removed from all influence. There are over 1,250 boards throughout the country, each composed of two 
men, one appointed by the county judge in the ‘district concerned and one dalacied by a joint committee of 
Parliament. Being familiar with total conditions where they sit, the members are well-fitted to appreciate 
such reasons for exemption as are pul before them by men called up. 


Exemption will be granted to those who can establish that it isin the national interest that they remain 
in civilian life. This is for the Exemption Board to decide after haying received full information in each case. 


The grounds on which exemption may be claimed (which are similar to the grounds recognized in 
Great Britain and the United States) are as follows: 


That it is expedient in the national interest that the man should, instead of being employed im Military Service, be 
engaged in other work in which he is habitually engaged. 


That it is expedient in the national interest that the man should, instead of being employed in Military Service, be 
engagedin other work in which he wishes to be engaged and {01 which he has special qualifications. 

That it is expedient in the national interest that, instead of being employed in Military Service, he should continue 
to be educated o« trained for any work for which he is then being educated and trained 


That serious hardship would ensue il the man were placed on active service, owing to his exceptional financial or 
business obligations or domestic position 


lit health or infirmity. 


That he conscientiously objects to the undertakin img af cambatant service and is prohibited from doing so by tenets 
acd articles of faith, in effect on the siath day of July, 1917, of any organized religious denomination existing and 
well recognized in Canada at such date, and to which he in good faith belongs. 


) That he should be cacmpt because dislranchised under the War Time Election Act. 


No Claim for Exemption should be put forward unless one or other of these grounds in fact exists, 
and no loyal citizen should assist in, or allow himself to be made a party to, any Claim for Exemption unless 
thoroughly satished that it is made in good faith. 


Exemption may be applied for by the men selected themselves or by their parents, near relatives or 
employers. Application for exemption must be made on printed forms to be found at every pos t office 
which are to be filled in and left with the postmaster if exemption is desired. The postmaster will fl forward 
the form to a Registrar, who will send it to the appropriate Exemption Board, In due time, then, the 
Applicant will get notice as to when he must present 44 case belore the Board.
